LANDINGS OF FISHERY PRODUCTS AT BOSTON, MASSACHUSETTS, 1942 
By B, E, Lindgren* 


Otter trawling, or dragging, was introduced in New England in 1905, but had been in common 
use in the North Sea since the middle of the 19th century, It has proved a very effective 
way of catching bottom feeding, or groundfish; and produced froms5 to 90 percent of the annual 
catch of all groundfish in New England, This catch consists of such species as cod, cusk, 
flounders (all types), haddock, hake, halibut, ocean pout, pollock, rosefish, whiting, and 
wolffish, 


For statistical purposes, the Service places otter trawlers in three classifications: 
namely, large--vessels measuring 151 gross tons and over; medium--51 to 150 gross tons; 
and small--5 net to 50 gross tons, Essentially, the principles of fishing are the same for 
all with the exception of the difference in sizes of vessels and nets used, and the distance 
fished from shore, 


The net, or trawl, is usually made of manila or cotton twine which is woven to form a 
conical-shaped bag, The rear part of the net tapers to what is known as the cod-end, which 
is pursed together by the cod-end rope, The cod-end section has double mesh for greater 
strength to hold the weight of the fish, The lower lip of the net extends further back 
underneath, and is weighted down by 4 chain, or wire cable, called the foot rope. The foot 
rope also has a series of heavy wooden rollers to facilitate the passing of the net over 
rough bottom, The upper lip, or section, of net is buoyed up by glass or metal floats to 
help keep the head rope up and mouth of the net open, Each forward side of the net has a 
wing section attached to "doors" or otter boards, by a wire ground-cable, 





The boards are rigged in 4 manner to cause them to kite outwards away from the net when 
being towed, thus keeping it spread wide, The net is towed at the rate of from three to 
four knots for an interval of approximately one to one and one-half hoursbefore it is hauled 
to the surface and its contents emptied into the sorting pens on the deck of the vessel, 
The whole rig is modern and highly developed, and is one of the most efficient types of 
gear now in use, It can be operated by a few men and fished in most any weather, 


A final check on the landings of salt-water fish sold through the New England Fish 
Exchange during 1942 indicates a total of only 195,699,578 pounds, valued at $12,631,936. 
This is a sharp decrease of 36 percent in quantity, as compared to 1941 when 303,559,638 
pounds were landed, Although landings in 1942 were considerably less, the total value was

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greater by 8 percent than in 1941, Offshore vessel landings were the smallest since 1926, 
when 167,061,000 pounds were landed at Boston Fish Pier, Comparable data for inshore craft 
landings are not available, 


The year's catch was affected by a number of factors which were directly responsible 
for creating the lowered volume, The disagreement between the operators of the large otter 
trawlers and the fishermen over the method of paying war risk insurance premiums caused a 
42 day tie-up of a fleet of 45 large otter trawlers and 6 vessel draggers, This prolonged 
lay-up, which began January 5 and lasted until February 17, curtailed landings an estimated 
30 million pounds, Labor disputes in the processing plants ashore also had their influence 
in cutting production to some extent, 


Shortly after the vessels resumed fishing, a large part of the fleet was mustered into 
Federal service and lost completely to the industry, The fact that the majority of the 
vessels taken were heavy producers accounts for additional curtailment in the yield, During 
1942, a total of 90 fishing vessels was taken by the Government from Massachusetts and Maine 
alone, In addition, 9 are known to have been wrecked and sunk, Only 6 new vessels entered 
the fishery, Six line trawlers were converted to dragger type vessels, 2 of which were 
still awaiting marine engines almost a year after converting over in April 1942, 


Difficulties in obtaining supplies, equipment, engines, and building priorities con- 
tributed to limiting and restricting production, Wartime regulations, necessarily imposed 
and enforced, hindered operations, Some of these included friendly and enemy alien re- 
strictions and exclusions; closed ports; restricted fishing areas; and restricted use of 
ship radios and telephones, Shortage of dock and processing labor retarded the handling of 
fish from the vessels, thereby impeding production, This shortage occurred through job 
switching and migration to other industries and defense plants, enlistments, and inductions 
into the armed forces, 


All of these factors were punishing blows to the producing phases, The only redeeming 
feature was that there prevailed throughout the year a stimulated demand for fresh fish 
at high prices, Vessel owners, dealers, and fishermen fortunate enough to remain in the 
industry, shared a golden return, However, the surplus of fishermen created by the with- 
drawal of vessels meant that these profits had to be divided with those fishermen who had 
been marooned, This was accomplished by the institution of 4 stagger system which entitled 
the regulars to two trips to sea and one trip ashore, For those fishermen who worked con- 
sistently, 1942 was a bonanza year, It featured fabulous shares and broken records which 
are expected to stand for many a year, There was, in brief,"gold in them thar 'gills'," 


Certain changes in measures regulating production highlighted 1942. For example, all 
restrictions affecting landings which limited catches of rosefish, whiting, and yellowtails 
were lifted by the end of the year, The layovers between trips for rosefish and yellow- 
tails were also eliminated, The removal of those restrictions occurred in conjunction with 
@ request from the Coordinator of Fisheries to increase production of food fish for the 
nation's needs, The removal of the ban on enemy alien fishermen put a number of small fish- 
ing craft back in operation in November, These boats had been idle since March 1941. 


Other regulations and requirements were also put in effect during 1942, All fishermen 
and waterfront workers were obligated to obtain and carry waterfront passes and photographs 
for identification purposes, Complete crew lists had to be prepared before sailing, Line 
trawlers were required to have at least 52 percent citizens in the crew, Of the two fisher- 
men in a dory, one could be a friendly alien if the other were a citizen, The Captain, 
engineer, and cook had to be citizens, These friendly alien fishermen were mostly Nova 
Scotians and Newfoundlanders, The ban on friendly aliens was lifted entirely in April, 
All boats were required to have registration numbers painted in large figures on both port 
and starboard sides of the bow, and also on top of the pilot house for identification purnoses, 
A wartime emergency regulation closed ports from sunset to sunrise, This regulation was 
removed with respect to Gloucester in May, vessels being permitted to enter and leave port 
day or night with the exception of lobster boats and some other small inshore fishing craft, 


The sunset-to-sunrise rule remained in effect at Boston and other large ports, The 
rule also applied on days of poor visibility, On many occasions this delayed vessels in 
reaching the dock, It was also influential in changing the selling time at the New England 
Fish Exchange from 7:15 &.m, to 8:15 a.m, to allow the vessels additional time to reach 
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the market, It also was instrumental in altering the selling procedure, 


Selling by the block system was instituted in orderto insure some protection to sellers 
as well as the buyers who soldand bought the fish at 8:15 a.m, Late arrivals were a constant 
threat in breaking the market, To offset this possibility and remove buying on speculation 
entirely, the block system was put into practice, This eliminated selling delays and started 
the day's business on time, Each block represents a minimum of 1,000 pounds, or the entire 
trip of each variety, to one or all bidders to be weighed out on scales, These fish mst 
be removed at the registered price providing they are as represented, If the fish prove 
satisfactory, the buyer can continue to take out more than his original amount at the original 
price, and other buyers heave the privilege of removing fish at the same price providing the 
original buyer allows them to share, The entire trip is weighed and entered on signed weight 
slips, All fish purchased must be accepted at the 8:15 a.m, price providing the fish meet 
all specifications, and providing no new arrivals or other factors have necessitated changing 
the price for any particular species, If the price drops, the buyers, after removing their 
original blocks, have the alternative of refusing to take any more, This prevents over- 
buying at a top price on a first sale, and protects the buyer against eventualities which 
may arise at a later hour, 


Previous to adopting the block system, first sales were registered as to price but 
not the amount purchased, This permitted the buyer to stop taking fish at will and, on oc- 
casion, resulted in @ number of sell-overs before the entire trip was finally sold, It 
also gave the salesman the opportunity to re-sell the fish at a higher price, which happened 
occasionally, 


At the time of the first sale, the agent or other authorized person makes an effort to 
write up as much of the trip as possible and, in doing so, will sell as many blocks as there 
are bidders and scales, 


The Captain, agent, or owner can reserve his right to withhold all or part of the trip. 
An owner-producer who owns 50 percent or more cannot bid on fish in his own vessel, However, 
if the price bid is unsatisfactory, he may take the fish providing that the price is agreeable 
to the owners of the catch, 


Vessel hails on all fish are posted on the blackboard at time of arrival in the usual 
manner, 


Table I compares the landings by offshore and inshore fishing craft, The offshore 
vessels, measuring 50 gross tons or more, landed 86 percent; and the inshore craft--50 gross 
tons and less--accounted for 14 percent, as compared with 88 and 12 percent, respectively, 
in 1941. Haddock and haddock scrod far outclassed all other species in importance in off- 
shore landings, Together they made up 58 percent of the total, Large and market cod combined 
were &@ poor second with 20 percent, Mackerel was third with 8 percent, followed in order 
by pollock, the flounder group, rosefish, cusk, and hake, 


Whiting continued to outrank all other species with 43 percent of the total inshore 
landings, Rosefish again held second place with 18 percent; followed by haddock and haddock 
scrod together, with 12 percent, The other species brought up the remainder in this order; 
flounders (all species), 9 percent; cod, 8; pollock, 7; and all other species, 3 percent, 


Table II on comparative offshore values shows haddock and haddock scrod led with 60 
percent; cod (all sizes) followed with 18 percent; mackerel, 8 percent; pollock, 5 percent; 
and all other species combined, 9 percent, 


Inshore percentages ran as follows: whiting, 38; haddock, 17; cod, 12; rosefish, 11; 
pollock, 9; all other species, 13, 


Table III compares the combined volumes and values for194,2 and 1941. The volume colum 
depicts a downward trend for all species except blackbacks, The other species decreased 
from 11 percent for mackerel to 67 percent for scallops, 


The value column reflects the strong character of the market in 1942, Although land- 
ings tailspinned, prices zoomed to unparalleled levels, The weighted average prices in

In general, landings on Monday were larger than on any other day of the week, The land- 
ings from February, after the large otter trawlers returned to fishing, indicate that Mon- 
days and Wednesdays were the predominating days for landing fish, This situation prevailed 
until May when a large group of vessels was withdrawn from the fleet, A restriction on the 
use of radios and ship telephones also was a factor in the change, From May on, Monday 
still continued to be the popular day, The volume of the landings on the other days, how- 
ever, wove a confused pattern, The vessels were striking port at random knowing that on 
any day of the week, with the exception of Saturdays, the fresh fish trade would pay good 
prices, Also, the fact that production was at a low ebb with a stronger demand for fresh 
fish, meant a fortified market throughout the week, This situation especially held true 
for species produced the year round, 


All in all, 1942 was an epic making year and will have lasting impression on those 
affiliated with the fishing industry,

In an address on March 1 before 17 representatives of the industry who met in Wash- 
ington, Coordinator Ickes informed them that the 0,C.F. was established for the purpose of 
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aiding the industry to make a maximum contribution to the war food program, He stated that 
the fishery industry would be expected to help solve its own problems and the above an- 
nouncement indicates clearly that industry is to be heard before any regulatory orders are 
issued by the 0,C.F,

Mr, Ralph A, Ferrandini, Field Administrator for the Alaska Salmon Concentration Order,

FOOD CONTAINERS UNDER M-81 TO BE CONTROLLED BY WFA 


Closer cooperation between the War Production Board and the War Food Administration, 
regarding the administration of WPB orders dealing with food containers, is provided through 
an agreement between the agencies, it was announced May 1, The action was taken to expedite 
the handling of appeals, and to simplify issuance of orders and amendments to meet changing 
food conditions, Administration of orders involving non-food products is not affected, 


Under the agreement, WFA will administer Conservation Order M-8l1 insofar as cans for 
food are concerned, It also will assign to the Containers Division, WPB, one or more con- 
sultants in connection with other WPB conservation, limitation, and preference rating orders 
dealing with the packaging of food, 


Included in this group are:

M-200 Fluid Milk Cans ; L-197 Steel Drums

APPLICATIONS (CMP=,A) FOR CONTROLLED MATERIALS REQUIRED IN CONSTRUCTION OF FISHING CRAFT 


In order to make application for an allotment of controlled materials on CMP-i,A, it 
will be necessary for persons completing the form to determine which items used in the con- 
struction of a vessel are considered Class A products, according to the Office of the Coordi- 
nator of Fisheries' Material Facilities Branch, CMP Regulation No, 1, which can be obtained 
at any War Production Board office, contains detailed definitions of "controlled materials", 
Class Aproducts, and Class B products, The definition of a Class A product is: "Any product 
which is not a Class B product - and which contains any steel, copper, or aluminum, fabricated 
or assembled beyond the forms and shapes specified in Schedule 1 (of CMP Regulation No, 1,) 
other than such steel, copper, or aluminum as may be contained in Class B products incor- 
porated in it as parts or sub-assemblies," The latest issue of the "Official Class B Products 
List", which also can be obtained at local War Production Board Offices, enumerates all 
Class B products, 
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In order to assist fishermen and boat builders in completing form CMP-i,A there is pres- 
ented below a partial list of the materials, equipment, and supplies required in the con- 
struction of commercial fishing craft, Each item has been designated as a controlled ma- 
terial, Class "A" product, Class "B" product, or other critical material, Allotments of 
steel, copper, and aluminum should be requested on CMP-iA for items designated as controlled 
materials and Class "A" products, No materials should be requested for Class "B" products

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FISH DELIVERIES RESTRICTED IN EAST 


The Office of Defense Transportation on May 24 restricted all wholesale and retail 
deliveries in the Northeastern gasoline shortage area, The list of commodities embargoed 
was certified to the ODT by the WPB, ODT's action was taken in an amendment, No, 3, to 
General Order 17, The amendment became effective at 12:01 a.m, Thursday, May 27, 


The order defines a retail delivery as one made to a person for his personal, household 
or family use, For example, the delivery of a hat to a man at his office would be a retail 
delivery, A wholesale delivery is defined as one made to a place of business where the 
property will be sold at retail, This would include, for example, deliveries of hair tonic 
to a barber shop; deliveries of food and supplies to a restaurant, and deliveries between 
a laundry or similar service establishment and its retail outlet, The order does not apply 
to deliveries to manufacturing plants, unless the material delivered is intended to be sold 
at retail in the plant, In announcing the delivery restrictions, the ODT pointed out that 
the gasoline shortage in the East is expected to become increasingly serious during the 
next 60 days,

The "Eastern gasoline shortage area" affected by both the order and the May 22 mileage 
cut announcement includes the States of Connecticut, Delaware, Maine, Maryland, Massachusetts, 
New Hempshire, New Jersey, New York, Pennsylvania (except that portion which lies within 
the corporate limits of the cities of Sharon, Sharpsville, Farrell and Wheatland), Rhode 
Island, Vermont, Virginia (except the portions which lie within the corporate limits of 
the cities of Bristol and Bluefield), the District of Columbia and the portions of West 
Virginia which lie within and east of the counties of Meno, Grant and Pendleton, 


PRIORITIES FOR GAS IN EASTERN GASOLINE SHORTAGE AREA REVISED 


A camplete revision, of the May 30 schedule, to be effective June 7, has been made--on 
the basis of the degree of essentiality--in the list of industries tobe accorded preferential 
treatment in the Eastern gasoline shortage area, by the Office of Defense Transportation, 
The revised industry list was certified to the ODT by the War Production Board, It replaces 
the original WPB list announced May 30, 


Essential industries on the original list are recast, with some additions, into four 
groups: AA-1 (Most critical); A-1 (Very Critical); A-2 (Critical); and A-3 (Important), 
Fresh and processed fish are classed as A-1 (Very Critical), AA-1l applies only to Federal 
supplies for export, 


As long as the supply of gasoline in the East remains critical, lesser amounts may be 
allocated to the lower rated industries than to the higher, In announcing the revised list, 
the ODT again emphasized that even those carriers whose services are listed as essential 
will not be granted additional gasoline unless they are utilizing their trucks to the fullest 
extent possible, 


GASOLINE AND DIESEL FUEL PROVIDED FOR FISHERMEN 


Deputy Petroleum Administrator Davies wired the Director District 1 (Atlantic Sea- 
board) on May 29 as follows: 


"Secretary Ickes has advisedme that in some areas along the Atlantic Seaboard commercial 
fishermen have been unable to obtain sufficient motor fuel to carry on their fishing operstion, 
Secretary Ickes in his capacity as Coordinator of Fisheries is responsible for the maximum 
production of fish and he is personally interested in seeing thet this is accomplished, 
Measures have been taken to increase the production of all foodstuffs and in this connection, 
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it is important that obstacles which may hinder fishing operations be removed, We cannot 
permit commercial fishermen to be without motor fuel if that can be avoided, 


"In accordance with a recommendation from you, on May 13, this office amended Petroleum 
Administrative Order No, 1 to facilitate the movement of motor fuel to take cere of farm 
needs, Since the production of fish is just as important as the production of other food- 
stuffs, it has been suggested thet the order be amended to include the fishing industry 
in the same category as farmers, It is therefore requested that you notify your field offices 
and all original suppliers in District 1 of the importance of keeping the fishing industry 
adequately supplied and that they and their customers advise your office immediately of 
any cases where fishermen are unable to obtain sufficient motor fuel, In such cases your 
office should issue the necessary directives requiring immediate delivery of supplies, Please 
issue the necessary instructions concerning this matter as quickly as possible," 


Appeals for relief must include the name and address of vessel operator ond firm supply- 
ing fuel, according to the Office of the Coordinator of Fisheries, 


H, W, Dodge, Director in Charge, District One, Petroleum Administration For War, 122 
East 42nd Street, New York City, on May 31, sent the following letter to all original suppliers: 


"To insure the maximum catch of fish, it is important we remove any obstacles involving 
the supply of either gasoline or diesel fuel which may hinder commercial fishing operations, 
It is therefore requested that you notify your bulk plants, and marine service station cus- 
tomers along the seaboard of District One, of the importance of keeping the fishing industry 
adequately supplied, If they are unable to deliver the necessary requirements of commercial 
fisheries, you are requested to notify this Office immediately, Upon receipt of this infor- 
mation and where deemed necessary by this Office, a directive will be issued to assure supplies 
for such accounts, 


"Please send a copy of this letter to all your Secondary and Intermediate Suppliers, 
and ask for similar action on their part," 


PREFERENCE RATING FOR FOOD DISTRIBUTION AA-1 ONLY IF MANUFACTURING PRINCIPAL OPERATION 


The term "industrial food manufacturing, processing, packaging, preservation, and storage" 
appearing in Schedule I of CMP Regulation No, 5, issued May 27, does not include the distri- 
bution of food products, the WPB announced May 28, 


This means that persons engaged in selling food products will be entitled to use the 
AA-5 preference rating assigned to unlisted industries to obtain maintenance, repair and 
operating supplies, They will not be eligible to use the AA-l rating for MRO items which 
is available to the "industrial food manufacturing, processing, packaging, preservation, 
and storage" industry. 


In those cases, however, where a person is engaged in both producing and distributing 
food, he may, under CMP Regulation No, 5, obtain his MRO requirements through the use of 
the rating assigned to the principal activity in which he is engaged if it is impracticable 
to apportion requirements to his several activities, 


For example, if 75 percent of a person's business consisted of industrial food manu- 
facturing, while only 25 percent is distribution, he may, if it is impracticable for him 
to apportion requirements to both activities, use the AA-l rating assigned for his: manu- 
facturing operations for his entire business, 


RATIONING COMPUTATIONS FOR FISHING VESSELS CORRECTED 
The following teletype message, signed by Paul M, O'Leary, Deputy Administrator in 
charge of rationing, was sent by the Food Rationing Branch of OPA to all regional rationing 


executives, attorneys and food rationing representatives on May 13th: 


"Registration of fishing vessels - Number of persons served GRO-5: There has been 
some misunderstanding with respect to the proper method of computing the number of 
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persons served on fishing boats or merchent vessels when these boats or vessels regis- 
tered as institutional users on registration form R-1307, Under the present provisions 
of section 7,1(b) GRO-5, a fisherman or seaman may be counted as a person served for 
each separate occasion on which he is served whether he is served a complete meal or 
only a cup of coffee, Thus, for example, if one man on a fishing boat or merchant 
vessel was served on 8 separate occesions in a day (4 meals and coffee alone on 4, sep- 
arate occasions) he is counted as 8 'persons served', The local boards have authority 
to correct registrations where registrants incorrectly reported the number of persons 
served because of misunderstandings as to applications of the above rule, However, 
local boards should make such corrections only after satisfying themselves of the accu- 
racy of the figures submitted," 


EXTRA RATION POINTS FOR FISHERMEN 


Extra allotments of points to permit additional purchase of rationed meats and fats 
by individuals and some types of eating establishments in isolated areas that have little 
or no access to unrationed foods are permitted in two new OPA amendments issued May 24, and 
effective May 29. The new amendments, which are of limited application, parallel similar 
additions made in March allowing extra processed food rations and are designed to provide 
supplemental rations of meats and fats to loggers, miners, prospectors, fishermen, sheep- 
herders and others, regardless of occupation, who live or work far from population centers 
and who therefore cannot meet their nutritional needs by supplementing their meats-fats 
rations with fresh fish, poultry, and eggs, 


Persons in remote areas requiring supplemental rations must apply to their regional 
OPA office, or to euch district offices or local War Price end Rationing Boards as the re- 
gional office may designate to handle the applications, Certificates rather than stamps 
will be issued to cover the additional allotments, The maximum amount which these field 
offices have been instructed to authorize is 1.8 points per person per day, The amount 
granted will be based on need, rather than desire, and OPA offices will allow less than 
1.8 points if limited amounts of fresh fish, poultry and eggs are available to the appli- 
cant, The maximum amount of the extra ration permitted by the amendments was determined 
after consultation between OPA and the War Food Administration and study by nutrition au- 
thorities, 








"OPA is fully cognizant," officials said, "of the necessity of providing workers in 
important industries with adequate supplies of the right kinds of food, At the same time, 
consideration must be given to the very definite limit on our ability to provide additional 
meat rations--a limit dictated by the same considerations which made rationing necessary, 
namely, a total civilian supply inadequate to meet all demands, Since need rather than de- 
sire must be the governing factor, it must be urged that the persons benefited by the amend- 
ments as well as all other consumers will make the greatest possible use of unrationed foods 
that are nutritionally good substitutesfor the rationed foods," OPA pointed out that workers 
in remote areas do not have access to unrationed foods to the same extent as workers in the 
centers of population, nor do they have access to other eating facilities commonly available 
in heavily populated places, These amendments, therefore, provide persons in isolated areas 
an opportunity to overcame the handicaps which the accident of location places on them, 


The prime test for an extra ration of meats and fats for an individual or institutional 
user under the action will be accessibility to unrationed fish, poultry, and eggs. In the 

















Temporary local’ shortages, such as the current scarcity of of poultry in many sections, will 
not be a basis for granting extra rations, 








Applications for the special meats-fats allotments are made as follows: 
By Institutional Users 


Institutional users classed in Group III (restaurants, hotels, etc,) under General 
Ration Order 5 apply to their local boards, in person or by mail, on OPA Form R-315, mall 
boarding houses in Group I are not included in this group; individuals eating there may 
themselves apply for additional points, A separate application aust be made for each allot- 
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ment period for which the special allotment is needed, Only Group III institutional users 
who feed employees in connection with their business or occupation including logging camps, 
fishing boats, mines, etc,, are eligible, 





The application must state in detail: 


(1) The number of employees, the period of time covered by the application, and the place 
where the employees will be fed, 


(2) The nearest source of supply of fresh fish, poultry and eggs, 
(3) A description of the facilities available for storing these foods, 


(4) The amount of fresh fish, poultry and eggs which the applicant can get and use during 
the period covered by the application, 


(5) The amount of the insitutional user's allotment, in points, of foods covered by the 
meats-fats regulations for the current allotment period, i 


If the board, or other authorized OPA office, approves the application, it will issue 
a certificate for the number of points granted, If the institutional user has an excess 
inventory of rationed meat and fats, no certificate will be issued; instead, an amount of 
excess inventory equal to the special allotment will be cancelled, If the excess inventory 
is less than the allotment, a certificate for the difference will be issued, 


The amendments are Amendment 27 to Ration Order 16--Meat, Fats, Fish and Cheeses-+gnd 
Amendment 22 to General Ration Order 5--Food Rationing for Institutional Users--both effective 
May 29. 


PD-1A FIELD PROCESSING LIMIT RAISED TO $500 


In line with its policy of decentralization, the WPB announced May 15 that the dollar 
limit of PD-1A applications processed in the field had been raised from $100 to $500, ef- 
fective May 8, Beginning on that date, all PD-1A applications involving not more than $500 
worth of material on which priority assistance is requested have been processed in either 
the District or Regional Offices according to the direction of the respective Regional Di- 
rectors, except where specifically otherwise directed by the Director of the Distribution 
Bureau, In all other cases, PD-1A applications have been forwarded by each field office to 
Washington, D, C,, for routing in accordance with the regular procedure for processing such 
forms in Washington, The new order means that now more than 80 percent of all PD-1A appli- 
cations will be handled entirely by the field offices, 


Note,--The Office of the Coordinator of Fisheries wishes, however, to call attention 
to the fact that the MRO provision of CMP Regulation 5 is still in effect and 
still provides the most expeditious method for securing priority assistance 
in such cases as fall within its scope, It also is believed that for those 
firms operating under P-115 it will be to their interest to continue to use 
the priority procedure provided in that order,

CEILING PRICES ANNOUNCED FOR PAPERBOARD CONTAINERS 


For purposes of simplification, the OPA announced May 29 specific dollars-and-cents 
ceilings on sales of paperboard liquid-tight cylindrical containers by manufacturers, dis- 
tributors and jobbers, 


Maximum Price Regulation No, 359 (Certain Converted Paper Products Including Plates, 
Dishes, Spoons and Forks and Liquid-Tight Cylindrical Containers) formerly provided a manu- 
facturer's base price in Appendix D, with multiplication factors to be used to arrive at 
maximum prices for the cylindrical containers, Amendment No, 2, effective June 3, 1943, 
eliminates the formula procedure, substituting instead spelled-out maximum prices for sales 
by manufacturers to distributors and jobbers, and also tables giving ceilings for sales 
by manufacturers, distributors or jobbers to consumers, 


This amendment also reverts to the use of the type of pricing schedules customarily 
employed by the industry, The revision in the regulation applies only to Appendix D, which 
governs the ceilings on cylindrical liquid-tight containers,

FISHERIES OF WASHINGTON AND OREGON 


According to a late May report from the Service's Seattle Market News office, halibut 
was the important production item for the previous six weeks, On the basis of preliminary 
totals furnished by the International Fisheries Commission, 174 million pounds of halibut 
were landed since the opening of the season on April 15, With this year's halibut catch 
limited to 50$ million pounds, slightly more than one third of the total catch quota had 
been taken to May 29, Compared with last year, when the catch totaled approximately rg 
million pounds at the end of May, this represented a gain of 23 million pounds during the 
first month and a half of the season, an increase in the production rate of nearly17 percent, 
Practically all of the increase has come from Area 2, or local grounds, where the catch now 
totals approximately 123 million pounds, over half of the total quota of 23 million pounds 
allowed to this region, Since the Area 2 fleet landings have become bunched as a result 
of the removal of trip limits and shorter lay-up periods between trips, it is difficult 
to make an accurate day by day calculation of the production rate, Undoubtedly, the quota 
will be filled earlier than last year when Area 2 was closed to all but incidental catches 
on June 29. 


Another change noted in this year's halibut fishery has been in the proportionate amount 
of halibut landed in various ports, Preliminary figures indicate that Canadien landings 
at Vancouver have increased while those at Prince Rupert are slightly lower, This is re- 
portedly due to several new vessels operating out of Vancouver and to some of the older 
ones moving south from Prince Rupert because of better repair facilities and living conditions 
at Vancouver, Landings at Seattle in May alone were up about + million pounds over those 
for the same month one year earlier, Changes in the proportionof halibut landings in various 
ports this year are also due in part to the relative increase in prices at different ports, 
Average prices at Seattle in May are estimated to have increased approximately 55 percent 
over those of a year ago, medium grade bringing 223 cents per pound and other grades 202 
cents as an average for the month, 


Receipts of troll-caught king salmon at Seattle have also shown considerable increase 
over those of last year, May landings, exclusive of imports from British Columbia and coast- 


wise receipts from Alaska totaled approximately 643,000 pounds as compared with 539,000: 


pounds in the same period last year, Prices during the month continued very high, ranging 
from 25 to 37 cents per pound for red kings and from 20 to 32 cents for white king salmon, 
as compared with 22,2 and 16.33 cents for large and small red king salmon and 14.99 cents 
per pound for white kings during May last year, 


The otter trawl fleet landed practically the same total amount of fish in May this year 
as it did a year ago although the amounts of the different species making up the catch varied 
somewhat, A "new departure" in the otter trawl fishery was the landing of 40,000 pounds 
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of halibut by the vessel SOUPFIN on Mey 19, This is the first instance on record that a 
vessel has taken a full fare of halibut in this region with otter trawl gear, In addition 
to the halibut, the SOUPFIN, which is a new vessel, also brought in 6,000 pounds of "sole" 
and rockfish fillets which were cut and frozen aboard the vessel in 5-lb, blocks, The frozen 
fillets were sold by the Otter Trawlers Exchange and brought the fishermen from 21 to 26 
cents per pound, A new price schedule for otter trawl fish caught in Puget Sound and off- 
shore went into effect on May 1 and will be effective until August 31. The prices follow:

A species of fish, new to the local market, the Columbia River whitefish (Coregonus 
Williamsoni) began to arrive in Seattle in May. Approximately 12,000 pounds of whitefish, 
tentatively listed as "suckers" by the trade, was received in Seettle during the month, 
Part of the whitefish were reported shipped to one of the Japanese re-location centers, with 
the balance being held in storage, none having been marketed through the regular trade chan- 
nels, Dealers were paying 6 cents per pound for whitefish at production points on the Co- 
lumbia River,

FRESH ROSEFISH CEILING FIXED AT $3.75 


On May 21, the OPA wired its Boston office that it was deemed necessary to place a 
ceiling price of $3.75 per hundred pounds on rosefish landed at New England ports, Vessels 
which had been tied up pending a price controversy immediately began fishing again, 


LANDINGS AT THREE PORTS LESS THAN YEAR AGO 


Fishing vessels delivering their catches to the ports of Boston and Gloucester, Mass,, 
and Portland, Me,, during March landed a total of 22,583,850 pounds of fishery products, 
valued st $2,427,291, according to Current Fishery Statistics No, 61 released by the U. S, 
Fish and Wildlife Service, This was an increase of 46 percent in amount landed and 67 per- 
cent in value received by the fishermen as compared with February 1943. Compared with March 
1942, however, it was a decrease of 39 percent in volume, but an increase of 32 percent 
in value, 


Considering the landings by ports, 13,186,142 pounds, valued at $1,727,027, were landed 
at Boston; 8,142,053 pounds, valued at $615,496 at Gloucester; and 1,255,655 pounds, valued 
at $84,768 at Portland, 


During the month, 173 vessels made 636 trips to the fishing grounds, This compares with 
222 vessels which made 709 trips during March 1942, 


The over-all weighted average price per pound received by the fishermen for their catch 
during March was 10.75 cents as compared with 9.44 cents during February and 4.97 cents 
during March 1942," Items for which fishermen received unusually high prices were cod, 12.35 
cents; haddock, 13.84 cents; and rosefish, 5.30 cents, Prices received during March were 
in most cases more than double those received during the same month in 1942. 


Total landings at the three portsfor the first three months of 1943 amounted to 52,541,712 
pounds, valued at $5,205,808. This was a decline of more than 11 million pounds in volume 
as compered with the similar period of 1942,

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APRIL FISH RECEIPTS IN CHICAGO 27 PERCENT OVER LAST YEAR 


Total shipments of fresh and frozen fish and shellfish to the Chicago wholesale market 
in April were 6,345,000 pounds or 27 percent more than the 4,995,000 pounds received at 
this market in the same month a year ago, according to the Service's Chicago Market News 
office, Of the 384,000 pounds of rosefish fillets shipped to Chicago in April, 245,000 
pounds or approximately 64 percent were fresh, Prior to February this year, these fillets 
were frozen before shipping. Haddock and hake fillets in the fresh state also appeared 
in this market for the first time in April, The trend toward greater use of fresh fish 
and fillets has increased and will probably continue until ceiling prices ate set on fresh 
fishery items and there is a normal relationship between fresh and frozen fish prices, 


It was reported that the Passover period, April 19 to 27, brought the highest prices 
to the wholesale fish market in the past twenty years, During the month, prices on Lake 
Superior whitefish varied from 37 to 57 cents per pound as compared with 4 range of 17 to 
30 cents for the same grades in April of last year, The failure of the smelt run to develop 
this year has been 4 disappointment to the market dealers because of the demand which exists 
for practically all species of fish, Part of this demand has been met with heavier ship- 
ments of rough fish, Supplies of buffalofish in April, as compered to those a year ago, 
increased 74, percent, carp, 143 percent; pickerel, 296 percent; and suckers, 64 percent,

MARCH PRODUCTION OF FISHERY PRODUCTS BELOW ONE YEAR AGO IN GULF AREA 


Production of most fishery items in the Gulf States in March was generally below that 
for the same month a year earlier, according to the Service's Market News office in New 
Orleans, Supplies of shrimp, the most important product in this section, were 65 percent 
below the previous month and 28 percent under March last year, This was probably due in

HOLDINGS OF FROZEN FISHERY PRODUCTS CONTINUE TO DECLINE 


Holdings of frozen fishery products in United States cold-storage warehouses on April 1 
declined to 29,217,000 pounds, 45 percent below stocks held on March 1, according to data 
furnished by the Food Distribution Administration of the Department of Agriculture, The 
total was alsdé a drop of 40 percent below holdings on April 15, 1942, and 22 percent below 
the 5-year average for April 15. 


Salt-water fish, amounting to 71 percent of the total stocks on April 1, were 49 per- 
cent under the previous month, fresh-water fish holdings, comprising 20 percent of the total, 
were down 28 percent, and shellfish, with 9 percent, dropped 41 percent, As compared with 
the previous month, the only species to increase substantially was smelt, with a gain of 
53 percent, Whitefish stocks were 3 percent greater, but all other important species were

MARCH FREEZINGS OF FISHERY PRODUCTS ABOVE FEBRUARY 


There ware 8,989,000 pounds of fishery products frozen in United States freezers in 
the month ending April 1, according to information furnished by the Food Distribution Ad- 
ministration of the Department of Agriculture, This was an increase of 32 percent over 
the amount frozen in February and 15 percent more than the 5-year average for the month 
ending April 15, but 13 percent below the month ending April 15, last year, Although there 
was a 50 percent drop from the February total, March freezings of rosefish fillets, with 
close to @ million pounds, ledall other varieties, Increases in all other important species, 
with sablefish, smelt, and fillets of cod showing the greatest gains, accounted for the 
over-all increase,

BOSTON COLD-STORAGE HOLDINGS 83 PERCENT UNDER LAST YEAR AT END.OF APRIL 


On April 28 stocks of frozenfish and shellfish in Boston cold-storage warehouses amounted 
to only 1,195,000 pounds, according to the Service's Market News office in that city, This 
was a decline of 42 percent below holdings on March 31, and 83 percent under one year ago, 
It is reported that processors in this area find it more profitable to distribute fish in 
the fresh state because of the price ceilings on frozen fish, 


In 14 cold-storage plants in Maine and Massachusetts there were only 64,000 pounds 
of whiting held in storage on April 24. This represented a decline in holdings of this 
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species of 94 percent below one year earlier when stocks were slightly over 1 million pounds, 
About 54 percent of the total was made up of dressed, H & G, fillets and skuljoes; and the 
balance was. round whiting.

CALIFORNIA TUNA PACK CONTINUES TO SHOW GAIN 


The pack of tuna by California canners during March amounted to 79,986 standard cases, 
an increase of 38 percent over the February pack and 71 percent over that of March a year 
ago, according to information released by the California Division of Fish and Game, This 
brought the total production for the first three months of 1943 to 163,289 standard cases-- 
3, percent greater than that for the comparable period during last year, 


The mackerel pack, however, totaled only 5,485 cases during March representing a decline 
of 77 percent as compared with February and 81 percent below March 1942,

SHRIMP PACK 12 PERCENT UNDER LAST SEASON ON MAY 1 


Thirty-nine canneries in the Gulf and South Atlantic Area operating under the Seafood 
Inspection Service of the U. S, Food and Drug Administration packed 558,774 standard cases 
of wet and dry shrimp in the various sizes in tin and glass through May 1 of the current 
season, according to the Service's Market News office in New Orleans, This was a decline 
of 12 percent from the 636,033 standard cases packed one year earlier, and 30 percent under 
the 5-year average of 803,477 standard cases, in similar periods, Only 313 cases of shrimp 
were packed in the five weeks ending May 1, all being packed during the first two weeks, 
Extremely high prices and a ready market have diverted shrimp to the fresh trade,

TUNA CANNERS PERMITTED TO CONTINUE PAYING FISHERMEN'S WAR RISK INSURANCE 


Canners of tuna fish may continue to pay the war risk insurance of fishermen and boat 
owners supplying them where this has been the custom, without being guilty of evasion of the 
maximum prices set for the tuna, This was announced May 29 by the OPA with the issuance 
of Amendment No, 1 to Maximum Prics Regulation No, 366 (Fresh Tuna Fish), effective June 4, 
The amendment specifically grants permission for continuance of the war risk payments, 


SALTED, SMOKED, BRINED, AND DRIED FISH PURCHASED BY FDA 


On April 29, the Food Distribution Administration in Announcement FSC-14,28 requested 
offers for the following quantities of Salted, Smoked and Pickled Fish for May and June 
delivery: 


Boneless Codfish Strips (large or medium) . 15,500 lbs. Salt Brined Tongues and Sounds .... 9,000 lbs. 
New Smoked Finnan Haddies .......+... ~ a 12,000 lbs. Salt Mackerel or Fillets .......... 13,000 lbs. 


The delivered fish were required to meet the following specifications: 


(a) Boneless codfish strips shall be practically free from bones; shall be cut from 
heavy salt codfish, skins off, showing good color, with no broken, red, dun, or 
sunburned fish; packed lengthwise in 30 or 40 pound boxes; can be large or medium; 
large strips preferred, 


(bv) New smoked finnan haddies shall be made from large and medium fresh haddock (no 
scrod), showing no slime or taint; packed in 30 or 50 pound boxes and must be frozen 
before shipping, 


(c) Salt brined tongues and sounds shall be cut from codfish and shall be bright stock, 
free from sour smell] and packed in tight cooperage, 


(d) Salt mackerel or salt mackerel fillets shall show good color, free from rust and 
stain, packed in 200 pound barrels, 


On May 6 in FSC-1439 offers for 100,000 lbs, of Dried Salt Fish fillets were requested 
for May and June delivery, The specifications follow: 


(a) Fillets shall be cut from fresh landed edible Shark, heavy salted, well pressed 
or drained, and thoroughly air dried, Fillets shall be reasonably stiff, with 
moisture content not over 40 percent, and shall be light color with no taint or 
strong odors, not mushy, and not over one inch thick when cured, and shall be packed 
approximately 100 pounds net in boxes, 
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SALT CODFISH PRICES ESTABLISHED BY OPA 


Salt codfish, an important item in the nation's fish diet, was put under specific cents- 
per-pound maximum prices by the OPA on May 10, at levels which represent a substantial re- 
duction under going prices, The action was taken at the processor level, The rollback, 
amounting to as much as 7 cents a pound, should be reflected in even larger reductions at 
the retail level, Pricing at both the wholesale and retail levels is under fixed percentage 
mark-up, 


Practically all salt codfish is imported from Newfoundland, the Maritime Provinces of 
Canada, and Iceland, After they are caught, the codfish are put through two processing stages, 
one where they are caught and the other domestic, The commodity originally wes placed under 
the General Maximum Price Regulation, selling at its March 1942 maximum, but permissible 
increases under the special treatment afforded imported commodities soon led to sharp in- 
creases, The action taken now, in addition to reducing the cost of a food item which is 
of considerable importance, will tend to stabilize the industry and will assure uniform 
prices for codfish of various grades, 


Action on prices was taken through Maximum Price Regulation No, 384 (Sales by Processors 
of Salt Codfish), The regulation became effective May 15, 1943. Excerpts follow: 


Section 1, Maximum processors' prices for salt codfish, (a) The prices set forth below 
are maximum prices f,o,b,. the shipping point nearest the processor's warehouse, The maximum 
prices are gross prices and the seller shall deduct therefrom his customary allowances, 
discounts and differentials to purchasers of different classes,

"Cod bits" mean small pieces or trimmings from large, medium, or small codfish, nun- 
bering no more than 1/4 pieces to the pound, 





"Fancy codfish" means fish packed from laszge whole codfish with all large bones re- 
moved, cut and prepared for packing in boxes or cartons, numbering not more than four pieces 
to the pound, without napes or tall pieces, 


"Large cod strips" mean codfish strips cut from large codfish, and weighing not less 
than 2 lbs, each, 





"Large codfish" means heavy salt codfish measuring over 22 inches in length, and weigh- 
ing four pounds or over, 


"Loose packed" means pieces or cuts of fish packed loose, 


"Measuring in length" means measurements made from the hollow of the nape to thé V of 
of the tail on the bone side, 


"Medium codfish" means salt codfish measuring more than 16 inches and less than 22 


inches in length, and weighing from 2 lbs, to 4 lbs, 





"Pressed cake" means fish which heve been placed into a mold and pressed into brick 
form before packaging, and is also known as a tablet and brick, 





“Processor” means a person who imports and/or domestically prepares salt codfish for 
resale in the form in which it is received or who further treats it by curing, grading, 
and packaging, 


"Regular cod strips" mean codfish strips cut from large or medium codfish, and weighing 


not less than 1 lb, each, 





"Salt codfish" means cod (Gadus macrocephalus - Pacific Coast) and (Gadus callarias -Atlantic 
Coast), hake ( Urophycis species -Atlantic Coast) and(Merluccius productus -Pacific Coast), 
pollock (Pollachius virens), haddock (Melanogrammus aeglefinus) and cusk (Brosme brosme) 
caught in the Atlantic and Pacific Oceans and edjoining waters that have been beheaded, 


eviscerated, and preserved by salt treatment, with a moisture content not exceeding 55%. 























"Cod middles" mean steaks or cross cuts from the center of large or medium codfish, 
skinned, and all large bones removed, except some small fin bones,

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"Strips" mean cuts made lengthwise through the middle of the back with backbone and

CANNED ATLANTIC SEA HERRING AND ALEWIFE PRICES FIXED BY OPA 


Dollars-and-cents maximum prices per case were set May 25 by the OPA at the canner 
level for Atlantic sea herring and alewives at prices in line with those already established 
for Maine sardines, The basic maximum price of $5.40 for a case of 48 No, 300 cans, plain, 
in sales to Government procurement agencies, is identicel with that set last year by the 
Food Distribution Administration for certain canners who packed the fish for it, The 63 
percent differential in favor of civilian sales is accounted for by 5 percent sales expense, 
1 percent cash discount and s percent swells and spoilage, Prices for other container sizes 
and styles of pack will be set by OPA in line with these four, Most of the canned fish 
priced under the action will go to the armed forces, Sales to civilians will be priced 
under mark-up regulations and the prices will not reflect an increase over those of 1942. 


The prices set forth below are maximum prices f.o,b, the shipping point nearest the 
canner's warehouse, The maximum prices are gross prices and the seller shall deduct there- 
fromhis customary allowances, discounts and differentials to purchasers of different classes,

Atlantic sea herringis the same species that is canned as Maine sardines and the prices, 
accordingly, had to be kept in line with those already established for the sardines, The 
sea herring run heavily in the Bay of Fundy, Nova Scotia, and along the Maine coast, Ale- 
wives are akin to sea herring, They are found in abundance in the spring in the rivers off 
the coasts of North Carolina, Virginia, and Chesapeake Bay, Previously, they had been sold 
largely for salt and vinegar curing, 


The pricing action was taken under Maximum Price Regulation No, 396 (Sales by Canners 
of Atlantic Sea Herring and Alewives), The regulation became effective May 29, 1943. 


When used in the maximum price regulation the term: 


"Alewife" means fish of the genus Pomolobus pseudoharengus or Pomolobus aestivalis 
where the same are caught in the Atlantic Ocean or adjoining waters, 








"Atlantic sea herring" means fish of the genus Clupea harengus, other than the sizes 
customarily packed and marketed as sardines, where the same are caught in the Atlantic Ocean 
or adjoining waters, 





"Canner" means a person who preserves Atlantic sea herring or alewives by processing 
and packing in a hermetically sealed container, 


"No, 300 can" means a can 300 x 407 packed to a net content of 15 ozs, 


"Plain" means Atlantic sea herring or alewives packed in a saline and vinegar solution, 
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"Price per case" means the price for 48 cans of Atlantic sea herring or alewives packed 
for shipment in the usual container, 


"Sales to Government purchasing agencies" means sales to the Food Distribution Ad- 
ministration or to any purchasing agency of the Armed Forces of the United States, 


"Tomato sauce" means Atlantic sea herring or alewives packed in tomato sauce, 


PREFERENCE RATINGS FOR SHIPPING CONTAINERS, GLASS FOOD CONTAINERS, AND CLOSURES RAISED 


The War Production Board on May 28 took steps to assure a sufficient supply of wooden and 
fibre containers for shipping canned foods to the armed forces snd civilians, The preference 
reting for the procurement of wooden or fibre containers for shipping canned foods, glass 
food containers (except beverage bottles), and closures is raised to AA-3, from AA-i,, under 
terms of Order P-140, as amended, 


The AA-i, rating was inadequate for producers or shippers to obtain a sufficient supply 
of the containers required for the shipment of canned foods, or glass food containers and 
closures, The rating for wooden or fibre shipping containers for any other glass container 
or closures including beverage bottles and closures is unchanged at AA-i,, 


TUNA PRICES AT CANNERS' LEVEL REDUCED BY OPA 


Carrying out Price Administrator Prentiss M, Brown's promise to roll back food prices 
wherever possible, the OPA on May 15 revised the schedule of canners' maximum prices for 
tuna fish, bonito and yellowtail from $1 to $3 a case for one-pound size, depending on the 
species, Since retail prices for this fish are obtained by applying first wholesalers! 
and then retailers' mark-ups, the action means a reduction of from 1 to 3 cents a half- 
pound can at the retail level, again depending on species, 


The action, taken through Amendment No, 1 to Maximum Price Regulation No, 299 (Sales 
by Canners of Tuna, Bonito and Yellowtail), was made possible by the fact that OPA recently 
put fresh tuna, bonito and yellowtail under price control. These were the first fresh fish 
to be brought under such control,

The Food Distribution Administration, as the designated agency to purchase all Govern- 
ment requirements of Canned Salmon, announced May 25 that it will now receive offers for 
the sale of such canned fish required to be set aside in 1943 and 1944, pursuant to Food 


Distribution Order No, 44, or as may be amended, or in accordance with subsequent applicable 
orders, 


Offers may be submitted at any time prior to July 15, 1943, to the Fish Products Di- 
vision, Special Commodities Branch, Food Distribution Administration, Washington, D, C,, in 
an original and four (4) completely executed copies of Form SCP-1483. Acceptance by FSCC

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will be made within fifteen (15) daysafter the date of execution of the offer, One contract 
will cover the entire quantity of such canned fish purchased, to be delivered to Government 
Agencies, during the 1943-4 packing season, and only one contract.number will be assigned 
each canner for his entire operation, 


No, 1 tall cans shall be labeled, as directed by the FSCC, with packers' labels or 
labels supplied by FSCC, All other size cans shall be labeled with packers’ commercial 
labels, Form SCP-1483, Offer of Sale, provides that the Canned Salmon delivered to FSCC 
shall be packed in Type A-1 cases meeting specifications as described in Form FSC-17/,2-B, 
"Export Packaging Specifications", enclosed, except that 48/3, 8/4, and 96/3 size cans shall 
be packed in regular commercial fiber cases, 


As Canned Salmon is available for shipment against a contract, Form SCP-1483-A, "Notice 
of Tender of Delivery", must be executed in accordance with instructions printed thereon, 
Additional supplies of this Form, SCP-1483-A, and information pertaining to shipping may be 
obtained from the Shipping Representative, Food Distribution Administration, Seattle, Washington, 


1, QUANTITY: The seller agrees to deliver to FSCC the seller's quota of fish permitted 
to be delivered to Government Agencies under the provisions of Food Distribution Order No, 
44, dated April 1943, (8 F.R. 4227), or any amendments thereto, 


2. PRICES: The price to be paidfor fish delivered to FSCC hereunder shall be as follows: 


(a) The ceiling price established by Office of Price Administration and applicable 
to sales by seller which is in effect on the date of delivery for the ap- 
propriate species, can size, pack and grade, less four (4%) per cent of such 
ceiling price, provided that if, on the date of actual delivery by seller

3, DELIVERY: The seller, within one hundred and twenty (120) days after packing a 
sufficient quantity of fish to yield at least a minimum carload, after inspection, shall 
tender such lot for delivery to the FSCC on Form SCP-1/,83-A, "Notice of Tender of Delivery", 
It is understood that within ten (10) days after receipt of seller's "Notice of Tender of 
Delivery", the FSCC will issue or cause to be issued shipping instructionsfor prompt delivery 
and seller will deliver such fish in accordance with such shipping instructions, Seller agrees 
to deliver such fish, f.0,.b, cars or trucks, at tiie option of FSCC, at the shipping point or 
points indicated in its tender of delivery, However, should ceiling prices at any time 
prior to delivery become unsatisfactory to seller, the buyer agrees upon receipt, to extend 
seller an additional sixty (60) days in which to make tender of delivery, 


4. SPECIFICATIONS: The fish delivered hereunder shall meet the following specifications: 


(a) Canned Columbia River Chinook Salmon shall meet detailed specifications for 
grades of Canned Columbia River Chinook Salmon, Form PbP102la, revised 11/28/42. 





(bd) All other species of fish shall meet the requirementsof "Federal Specifications 
for Canned Salmon", PP-S-3la, dated July 29, 1941, Sections B to F inclusive, 
provided, that salmon packed within the continental United States may have 
added oil, and shall not be required to meet "Federal Specifications for Canned 
Salmon", Sections B to F inclusive, as to color of oil and color of flesh, but 
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color of flesh shall be characteristic of the species in the district in which 
the Salmon is packed, and further provided, that for all species except Red 
(including Sockeye and Blueback) and Steelhead, Section E-l of such specifications 
are revised, for the purpose of this contract to delete the words "shall be 
reasonably free from watermarking" and insert in lieu thereof, the words "water- 
marking shall be scored only when texture, color of flesh, amount of oil, odor 
and flavor have been effected", 


All fish delivered hereunder shall conform in every applicable respect to the require- 
ments of the Federal Food, Drug and Cosmetic Act, as amended, and regulations pursuant there- 
to, 


5. INSPECTION: Inspection of the fish shall be made, prior to "Notice of Tender of 
Delivery", by the Food Distribution Administration or its designee, The cost of such in- 
spection, including furnishing samples and issuing certificates of inspection, shall be 
borne by the seller,

the purchaser any demurrage, handling or other costs incurred by the purchaser as a result 
of seller's failure to send such notice, 





APPROVED CANNED MACKEREL AND PILCHARD CASES DESIGNATED BY FDA 


The Food Distribution Administration announced to the canned mackerel and canned pilchard 
industry on May 28 that Type V3c and Type V3s cases meeting specifications FSC-1742-C, "Export 
Packaging Specifications", shall be required for delivery on contracts covering purchases 
of canned Pilchards and canned Mackerel as provided in Food Distribution Order No. 4h. 


If, however, the canners have on hand from last season's operations Type A-2 cases 
meeting "Export Packaging Specifications" FSC 1539-C, these will be accepted for delivery 
on contracts during the 1943 season provided the Administration is advised, prior to or 
when Offer of Sale Forms for the purchese of the above two species are submitted for ac- 
ceptance, the exact quantity on hand,

CANADIAN IMPORTS UNDER TRADE AGREEVENT 


Up to May 1, 1943, Canade had used 3,568,276 pounds (23.7 percent) of its quota of 
15,000,000 pounds of fishery products (filleted fish, fresh or frozen: cod, haddock, hake, 
pollock, cusk, and rosefish), as provided for under the Canada-U,S, Trade Agreement (signed 
November 17,-1938). The statement is from preliminary figures issued by the U, S, Treasury 
Department at Washington, 


WHOLESALE AND RETAIL PRICES 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics' index of wholesale prices of commodities in primary 
markets rose 0,5 percent between March 20 and April 17, 1943, to a new high of 103.5 on 
the latter date, Wholesale prices on farm products and foods accounted for much of the 
over-all increase, 


The Bureau also reported higher retail food prices as being the principal cause of 
increased cost of living, with fresh fruits and vegetables showing the greatest advances, 
Prices of fresh fish increased by 7.7 percent between mid-March and mid-April to a level 
30 percent higher than one year ago, Fish is now twice &s expensive as it was before the 
war,
